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ALBERTA  ECONOMIC  INDICATORS 


The  Canadian  economy  has  turned  the  cor- 
ner and  is  continuing  its  transition  from 
recession  to  economic  recovery.  The 
Canadian  economy  grew  at  an  annual  rate  of 
3.5  percent  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1992.  The 
total  Canadian  real  gross  domestic  product 
(GDP)  was  $556  billion  in  1992. 

Citing  several  months  of  job  gains  in  1992 
which  culminated  in  the  creation  of  57,000 
jobs  in  December,  Statistics  Canada 
declared  an  end  to  the  recession  in  January. 

The  unemployment  rate  in  February  was  10.8 
percent,  its  lowest  level  in  12  months. 

Analysts  at  the  federal  statistical  agency 
point  to  other  encouraging  signs  which  sig- 
nal that  the  economic  recovery  is  under  way. 
Retail  sales  in  December  were  up  3.5  per- 
cent from  a year  earlier.  In  addition,  during 
December,  the  number  of  housing  starts 
increased  and  car  sales  reached  their  high- 
est levels  of  the  year.  The  trade  news  was 
encouraging  as  well.  Total  exports  increased 
by  4.7  percent  in  the  fourth  quarter  as 
exports  to  the  United  States  increased  by  3.9 
percent  in  December.  Total  exports  in 
December  were  up  18  percent  from  their  lev- 
els a year  earlier. 


On  average  for  1993,  economic  forecasters 
expect  real  Canadian  GDP  to  rise  by  3.1  per- 
cent, the  jobless  rate  to  be  1 1 percent,  and 
inflation  to  be  2.4  percent.  Despite  the  per- 
sistence of  high  unemployment,  the  real  GDP 
growth  forecast  of  3.1  percent  compares 
favourably  to  the  0.9  percent  growth  rate  of 
1991,  and  the  -1 .7  percent  rate  of  1 990. 

The  Alberta  economy  is  expected  to  perform 
better  than  the  overall  Canadian  economy  in 
1993.  On  average,  economic  forecasters 
expect  Alberta’s  real  GDP  growth  to  be  3.3 
percent  in  1993,  and  the  unemployment  rate 
to  be  about  9.7  percent. 

Indeed,  when  it  comes  to  the  unemployment 
rate,  the  Alberta  economy  has  consistently 
performed  better  than  other  provinces. 
Despite  the  fact  that  Alberta’s  unemployment 
rate  increased  from  8.2  percent  in  1991  to 
9.5  percent  in  1992,  it  was  still  the  second 
lowest  unemployment  rate  in  the  country.  As 
the  graph  below  shows,  in  1992,  Alberta’s 
unemployment  rate  was  much  lower  than 
those  of  other  major  Canadian  provinces. 
Most  of  the  job  losses  last  year  occurred  due 
to  restructuring  and  downsizing  in  the  prima- 
ry agriculture  sector,  wholesale  trade  and 
government.

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The  Canadian  forecasts  are  from  the  Financial  Post’s  survey  of  economic 
forecasters  (March  13,  1993).  The  Alberta  data  are  from  an  Alberta  Economic 
Development  and  Tourism  survey  of  independent  forecasts. 


The  Alberta  economy  will  benefit  from 
stronger  economic  growth  in  both  the  U.S. 
and  Canada  this  year,  and  will  be  helped  by 
lower  interest  rates  and  a lower  Canadian 
dollar.  The  stronger  growth  forecast  for 
Alberta  in  1993  will  be  led  by  increased 
exports.  Since  most  of  Alberta’s  exports  are 
commodity  based  products  priced  in  U.S. 
dollars  (e.g.  oil,  gas,  petrochemicals,  forest 
products,  etc.),  the  recent  decline  in  the 
value  of  the  Canadian  dollar  should  further 
strengthen  export  revenues  in  1993. 

Housing  starts,  which  were  up  by  53.6  per- 
cent in  1992,  will  continue  to  be  encouraged 
by  some  of  the  most  attractive  mortgage 
rates  in  years.  Consumer  and  business  confi- 
dence are  also  expected  to  improve  along 
with  retail  sales. 

The  oil  and  gas  industry,  which  continues  to 
be  the  dominant  sector  of  the  Alberta  econo- 
my, is  expected  to  show  a modest  recovery 
in  1993.  Drilling  activity  in  Alberta  is  currently

higher  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  over  the 
past  twelve  months.  In  the  last  two  weeks  of 
February,  Alberta  reported  237  rigs  active 
compared  to  135  during  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.  Alberta  rig  utilization  rate  was  just 
over  73  percent  for  February  1993.

UNIVERSITY  TECHNOLOGIES  INTERNATIONAL  INC.  (UTI) 


University  Technologies  International  Inc. 
(UTI),  wholly  owned  by  the  University  of 
Calgary,  facilitates  the  commercialization  of 
technology  developed  at  the  University  of 
Calgary  (U  of  C)  as  well  as  the  Foothills 
Provincial  General  Hospital  in  Calgary.  Since 
its  incorporation  in  June  1989,  UTI  has  suc- 
cessfully licensed  a range  of  technologies  to 
the  private  sector. 

The  licensing  aspect  of  UTI’s  operations 
includes  finding  commercial  partners  for  the 
technologies  as  disclosed  by  researchers. 
UTI  may  seek  a commercial  partner  to  pro- 
vide funding  for  the  development  of  the  tech- 
nology which  that  company  may  then  choose 
to  license.  However,  the  technology  may  be 
at  point  where  a company  is  interested  in 
obtaining  a license  to  manufacture  and  sell 
the  product.  Compensation  from  the  com- 
mercial partner  may  be  a royalty  or  cash 
depending  on  the  license  and  technology. 

Over  the  past  four  years,  UTI  has  successful- 
ly executed  77  licenses.  Some  of  the  major 
ones  are: 

• The  Tranquility  System,  Nares  Seal  and 
the  Next  Generation  to  the  Tranquility 
System  - UTI  has  licensed  three  devices  to 
Healthdyne  Technologies  Inc.,  Marietta, 
Georgia.  These  devices  are  all  used  to  treat 
Obstructive  Sleep  Apnea  in  a non  invasive 
manner. 

• Plant-based  Recombinant  Expression 
System  - UTI  has  licensed  this  technology 
to  Biomira  Inc.,  Edmonton.  This  technolo- 
gy, which  is  in  the  development  stage,  has 
the  potential  of  producing  monoclonal 
antibodies  in  canola  plants.  These  antibod- 
ies would  be  used  in  cancer  diagnostics 
and  therapy. 


• SEMIKIN™  and  C3NAV™  Software 
Packages  - UTI  has  successfully  executed 
44  licenses  for  these  two  software  pack- 
ages. SEMIKIN™  and  C3NAV™, 
Combined  Carrier  Code  and  NAVigation, 
are  used  with  the  Global  Positioning 
System  (GPS)  to  achieve  precise  position- 
ing of  stationary  and/or  moving  platforms 
such  as  land  vehicles,  airplanes  and  ships. 

• Neisseria  Vaccine  - UTI  has  licensed  this 
technology  to  Pasteur  Merieux  Serums  et 
Vaccins,  Lyon,  France.  This  vaccine,  in  its 
development  stage,  would  be  used  to 
prevent  meningitis  in  children. 

• The  Bioelectric  Effect  - Biofilm  is  a colony 
of  bacteria  or  other  microorganisms,  almost 
always  attached  to  a surface,  that  can 
cause  a range  of  problems  in  both  industry 
and  medicine.  The  bioelectric  effect  is  a 
method  of  using  a combination  of  antibac- 
terial agents  and  an  electric  field  to  destroy 
biofilm.  UTI  has  licensed  different  applica- 
tions of  this  technology  to  two  companies: 
Vistakon,  Florida  and  Wilson  Cook,  North 
Carolina.  Vistakon  is  interested  in  using 
this  technology  to  aid  in  the  sterilization 
process  of  contact  lens  cases.  Wilson 
Cook  intends  to  use  this  technology  to  aid 
in  sterilizing  biliary  stents  used  in  post- 
pancreatic  cancer  surgery. 

UTI’s  true  role  is  as  a liaison  between  the 
U of  C,  the  Foothills  Hospital  and  industry. 
Not  only  does  UTI  match  technologies  with 
companies,  it  matches  companies  to  tech- 
nologies. UTI  may  be  approached  by  the 
researcher  disclosing  a technology  or  by  a 
company  approaching  UTI  with  a “wish  list” 
of  types  of  technologies.  UTI  will  approach 
companies  that  may  be  interested  in  licens- 
ing and  developing  the  technology,  and  it 
will  make  inquiries  on  behalf  of  the  company 
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with  its  client  institutions  to  determine  if  an 
appropriate  match  exists. 

UTI  has  built  a solid  working  relationship  with 
various  governmental  agencies,  such  the 
Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical 
Research,  National  Research  Council 
Canada,  Alberta  Research  Council,  the  City 
of  Calgary  and  others.  UTI  is  overseen  by  its 
Board  of  Directors,  comprised  of  fourteen 
individuals  drawn  from  the  Calgary  business 
community  and  the  University  of  Calgary. 
UTI  distributes  a quarterly  newsletter  called 
UTI  Ink  through  which  it  shares  new  ideas, 
publicizes  new  inventions,  recognizes 
researchers  and  explains  its  operations.

Opportunities  through  UTI 


The  following  are  some  of  the  opportunities 
that  are  available  through  UTI  for  technology 
transfer  arrangements.  Contact  UTI  or  the 
IMSA  for  details. 

Non-lnvasive  Computer  Imaging  System 
to  Local  Normal  and  Abnormal  Cortical 
Neuronal  Activity  - This  system  provides 
high  resolution  images  of  cortical  activity  on- 
line, in  real  time.  The  system  employs  a 
novel,  and  totally  non-invasive  technique  of 
examining  changes  in  the  intrinsic  optical 
properties  of  cortical  tissue  to  map  out  areas 
of  activity.  (Inventors:  Dr.  Brian  MacVicar  and 
Dr.  Tim  Watson) 

Novel  Thrombolytic  Protein  - Streptokinase 
bas  been  used  to  treat  patients  who  suffer 
heart  attacks  or  strokes.  Through  site-direct- 
ed mutagenesis  of  the  cloned  structural  gene 
encoding  streptokinase,  two  new  forms  of 
streptokinase  have  been  isolated.  These 
new  proteins  display  improved  biological 
activity  over  native  streptokinase  using  plate 
assay  methods.  (Inventor:  Dr.  Sui  Lam  Wong) 


Bacillus  Subtilis  Expression  and  Secretion 
System  - An  expression  and  secretion 
system  for  the  production  of  foreign  proteins 
that  is  based  on  a -6  protease  deficient  strain 
of  Bacillus  subtilis  (Bs)  and  a set  of  sucrose- 
inducible  expression  and  secretion  vectors 
has  been  developed.  The  system  has  been 
used  to  produce  monoclonal  antibody 
fragments  and  has  the  potential  to  produce 
any  type  of  protein  or  peptide  very  efficiently. 
(Inventor:  Dr.  Sui  Lam  Wong) 

Novel  Tissue  Inhibitors  of 
Metalloproteinases  (TIMPS)  - TIMPS  are 
naturally  occurring  proteins  that  limit  tissue 
destruction  by  metalloproteinases.  They 
have  potential  therapeutic  value  in  treatment 
of  arthritis  and  cancer.  Mouse  and  human 
TIMP-1  and  TIMP-2  genes  have  been  isolat- 
ed and  express  functional  proteins  in  COS-1 
cells.  This  expression  system  is  currently 
available.  (Inventor:  Dr.  Dylan  Edwards) 

Technique  for  Coating  Particles  with 
Polymeric  Material  - A new  process  for 
coating  solids  with  polymers  has  been  devel- 
oped. The  coating  is  mono-molecular  (eg.  is 
one  polymer  thick)  and  is  extremely  uniform. 
The  technique  can  be  used  to  coat  many 
solids  with  almost  any  polymer.  The  process 
is  simple  and  inexpensive  and  should  be 
easy  to  scale  up.  (Inventor:  Dr.  Gordon  Liu) 

Synthetic  Receptor  Peptides  The  enzyme 
is  known  to  be  one  of  the  most  potent  stimu- 
lators of  platelet  aggregation  known;  addi- 
tionally, thrombin  is  known  to  act  as  a mito- 
genic agent  in  a variety  of  cell  types  and  is 
known  to  regulate  vascular  contractility.  A 
synthetically  derived  peptide  has  been 
developed  which  mimics  the  action  of 
thrombin  while  retaining  full  biological  activi- 
ty. Based  on  observations,  the  compound 
may  have  value  in  the  treatment  of  cardiovas- 
cular disease,  inflammatory  disease,  tissue 
injury  and  repair,  and  regulation  of  oncogene 
expression  and  neovascularization  in  cancer.

ALBERTA  OIL  SANDS  TECHNOLOGY 
AND  RESEARCH  AUTHORITY  (AOSTRA) 


The  Alberta  Oil  Sands  Technology  and 
Research  Authority  (AOSTRA)  develops  new 
technology  for  the  efficient  and  economic 
recovery  and  processing  of  bitumen,  heavy 
oil  and  conventional  crude  oil.  Since  its 
founding  in  1974  by  the  Alberta  government, 
AOSTRA  has  invested  an  average  of  about 
$35  million  per  year  in  technology  develop- 
ment and  industry  has  matched  this  amount. 

According  to  Dr.  R.W.  Luhning,  Vice 
Chairman  and  Executive  Director, “AOSTRA 
has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  agen- 
cies in  Canada  in  organizing  productive 
multi-company  projects  and  in  forging  links 
among  industry,  institutional  and  university 
research  groups.”  The  following  provide 
examples  of  some  of  AOSTRA's  linkages. 

Oil  Sands  In  Situ  Bitumen  Recovery  - The 

Athabasca  oil  sands,  located  in  northeastern 
Alberta,  is  one  of  the  world’s  largest  bitumen 
reservoirs  and  a technical  challenge.  This 
challenge  seems  to  have  been  overcome 
with  the  success  of  the  Underground  Test 
Facility  (UTF),  comprised  of  horizontal  wells 
drilled  from  underground  mine  tunnels.  AOS- 
TRA operates  the  UTF  facility  with  nine  indus- 
try participants  (Amoco,  Chevron,  Conoco, 
Esso,  Petro-Canada,  Shell,  Japex  Oil  Sands, 
China  National  Petroleum  Corporation  and 
Suncor)  plus  the  Canada  Centre  of  Mineral 
and  Energy  Technology  (CANMET). 
Syncrude  is  an  associate  member. 

Surface  Mined  Oil  Sands  - AOSTRA  has 
been  very  active  in  the  development  of  tech- 
nology for  improved  surface  mining,  extrac- 
tion of  oil  sands  and  upgrading  of  the  pro- 
duced bitumen.  While  the  current  process  is 
efficient,  it  has  environmental  drawbacks. 
AOSTRA,  with  UMATAC  Industrial  Processes, 
have  developed  the  AOSTRA  Direct  Thermal 


Processor  (ATP),  which  eliminates  environ- 
mental concerns.  The  ATP  is  also  available 
as  a transportable  system  for  the  clean  up  of 
hydrocarbon  contaminated  soils. 

Bitumen  and  Heavy  Oil  Upgrading  Several 
years  ago,  an  AOSTRA/industry  study  found 
that  the  high  conversion  hydrocracking 
process  provided  significant  improvements  in 
project  economics.  Work  in  terms  of  reduc- 
ing upgrading  costs  will  continue  to  be  a pri- 
ority. 

Basic  Research  - AOSTRA  finances  several 
major  research  efforts.  For  example,  the 
AOSTRA  University  Research  Program  is  the 
largest  focused  university  research  program 
in  Canada  with  many  projects  at  institutes 
across  Canada,  although  most  of  them  are  in 
Alberta.  As  well,  AOSTRA  funds  work  on 
thermal  oil  sands  recovery  at  the  Alberta 
Research  Council. 

The  Future  - AOSTRA  supported  technology 
development  has  led  to  commercial  projects 
in  Alberta  and  more  are  on  the  way. 
Horizontal  well  technology  will  be  important  in 
the  commercialization  of  the  oil  sands  and 
heavy  oil,  and  in  improving  recovery  from 
conventional  reserves.  New  commercializa- 
tion technologies  for  the  Alberta  oil  sands, 
heavy  oil,  and  enhanced  oil  recovery  (EOR) 
represent  the  future  of  the  oil  industry  in  the 
province.  The  development  of  technology 
will  provide  a bright  future  for  the  oil  industry 
and  for  Alberta.

Are  you  seeking  a strategic  alliance  with  an 
integrated  manufacturer  of  precision  injection 
molded  plastic  and  die  cast  metal  compo- 
nents? If  so,  a Calgary  company,  may  be  the 
perfect  match  for  you.  Amptech  Corporation 
is  seeking  partners  interested  in  purchasing, 
marketing,  and/or  joint-venture  manufactur- 
ing of  molded  magnesium  components.  The 
components  are  molded  using  a new,  injec- 
tion-like, metal  forming  process.

says  Babij.  “Our  tool  production  is  extensive- 
ly automated  using  a Unigraphics  CAD  sys- 
tem to  design  tools  and  calculate  CNC  tool 
paths.  These  are  loaded  directly  to  CNC 
milling  and  Wire  EDM  machine  centres,”  he 
adds.  Complementing  Amptech’s  design 
and  tool  making  facilities  are  numerous 
pieces  of  production  equipment.  Amptech 
has  shorter  lead  times,  higher  quality  and 
greater  accuracy  in  the  finished  tools. 

Currently,  Amptech’s  research  efforts  are 
focused  on  Thixomolding.  Thixomolding, 
developed  by  MIT  (Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology)  and  Dow  Chemical  Co.,  has 
been  called  a revolutionary  metal  forming 
process.  It  allows  magnesium  and  aluminum 
to  be  molded  with  results  superior  to  current 
die  casting  techniques.  Dow  and  MIT 
patents  relating  to  this  new  technology  have 
be  assigned  to  the  Thixomat  consortium  for 
exclusive  worldwide  commercialization. 
Amptech  is  the  only  Canadian  member  of 
this  consortium. 

“We  are  very  excited  about  the  possibilities 
for  Thixomolding,”  says  Babij.  “With  the 
proper  strategic  alliance  in  place,  we  will  be 
able  to  refine  and  develop  this  process.  We 
will  then  be  able  to  offer  our  clients  another 
high  quality  product  complementing  our 
existing  lines.”

ALBERTA  RESEARCH 
COUNCIL  HELPS  PRODUCE 
DIABETES  DRUG 

The  Alberta  Research  Council  is 
helping  to  develop  a genetically-engi- 
neered drug  to  treat  juvenile  diabetes 
by  working  with  Amylin 
Pharmaceuticals  Inc.  of  San  Diego, 
California  in  scaling  up  the 
production  of  AC137.  Chemically- 
synthesized  AC137  is  undergoing 
clinical  trials,  but  the  synthesis  is  so 
costly  that  Amylin  is  developing  a 
new  production  method  in  the  coun- 
cil’s biotechnology  pilot  plant. 

The  project,  running  until  August 
1993,  will  earn  approximately  $1  mil- 
lion for  the  council.  If  the  scale-up 
succeeds  and  the  drug  is  eventually 
licensed,  then  the  council  could  be 
considered  as  a commercial  produc- 
tion facility. 

CAE  GETS  $25  MILLION 
HERCULES  CONTRACT 

On  March  19,  1993,  the  federal  gov- 
ernment awarded  a $25  million 
contract  to  CAE  Aviation  Ltd. 
Edmonton,  previously  known  as 
Northwest  Industries.  The  contract 
will  create  100  new  jobs  and  add  to 
the  company’s  already  expanded 
workforce.

The  Calgary-based  Fracmaster 
Group  of  Companies  has  a new  $75 
million  joint  venture  in  Hungary  that 
will  use  Canadian  technology  to 
develop  Hungary’s  first  commercial 
coalbed  methane  project.  At  a sign- 
ing ceremony  in  Calgary  on  February 
2,  1993,  the  joint  venture  company, 
Methane  Master  Kft. , stated  that  it 
had  obtained  exclusive  rights  to 
explore  for  and  produce  methane 
(natural  gas)  from  a basin  in  Hungary 
which  may  contain  more  than  three 
trillion  cubic  feet  of  gas  reserves. 

In  return  for  providing  technical  ser- 
vices and  expertise,  Fracmaster  will 
own  51  per  cent  of  Methane  Master 
through  its  Dutch  subsidiary.  A 
Hungarian  state-owned  coal  compa- 
ny will  hold  the  remainder;  it  will 
provide  the  infrastructure  and  90  per 
cent  of  the  employees.
